PROBLEM 


G. O. Buchanan 
Thoroughly Dis- 
cusses Situation 


G. O. Buchanan, the ‘lieperser of the 
Government lead bounty, ie acknow- 
ledges! to be one of the beet posted men 
in B.C. on the silver-lead situation, and, 
therefore, the following interview from 
the Nelson Tribune ie wurthy of special 
consideration : 

“Trail and Moyle have been eo far the 
bright and bustling places on my route, 
but now a third town is going to rank 
with them aea locality where there ie 
plenty of work gving, and where the 
tradeeman is not starved. This place is 
Maryaville. 

Starting from Cranbrook on the main 
line of the Crow's Nest, a branch rane 
across the prairie country, following the 
St. Mary's river to the fout of thore 
snountaine lying east of Kootenay lake. 
Here are situated the Sullivan and North 
Star mines. Five miles below this point 
is the Marysville emelter, which in now 
being erected, and which will be one ot 
the most up-to-date plants in the coun 
try. Itqill have two stucks of a capac 
ity of 100 tuns each of lead oree daily. 
One of these etacks ir practically ready, 
and absut a month hence the smelter 
will be reducing 100 tore daily. The 
roasting procese tu be used ia the Hant 
ington-Hiberlein and that is now being 
inatalled. Fluxes aud dry ores are being 
obtained from the Republic camp and 
from the Hunter V 
The output of the smelter when the two

**Yos, thatis more than the demand, 
Tne Canadian demand is about 8 000 tons 
of lead yearly fur pig lead, about 7,000 
tons more in the form of paints. Up to 
now the Canadian market has not esppli- 
ed the dewand for paints, asthe paints 
have been imported. This will be 
changed by the erection this year of big 
corroding works at Montreal, That will 
being up the Canadian demand to about 
15,000 tone annually. In addition to 
this there is another market in the 
Orient into which Canada has been per- 
anitted to cut, prinvipally [fancy through 
the exertions of the Trail amelter. That, 
howcver, ie probably not much larger 
than 3,000 or 4,000 tone annually. 

“Thie increase of the lead output ia 
largely due to the action of tie lead 
bounty. That has three verre more to 
run, and by that time some scheme will 
duubtiess be devised of dealing with the 
problem faving the production of lead in 
Canada which ia that of a market. The 
St. Engene and the Sullivan look as if 
they were going to be the lirae produc. 
ere, but the Slocan properiies will have 
their share of the increased prosperity, 
because of their zinc products, for which 
they are now beginning to find a market. 
The Slocan lead ores are being replaced 
in many places wirh zine at depth, and 
the treatweut o!

“The question that is being raised 
against the present juncture, that of the 
marketing uf the ores, is historical. In 
the firet place, we all wanted a duty on 
such ae that in force in the United 
States. The agreement was nade by the 
amnelters to share the benefite with the 
miners by giving them 60 per vent of the 
duty paid, and the government gave 
them the bounty instead. A bargain 
was then made that the bounty which is 
paid to the mine owners should be ehar 
ed by the amelters, the latter to get 40 
percent by an equivalent advance in 
amelting rates. This wae in lieu of the 
$5 bounty oo refining, which wae re- 
ecinded on the granting of the bounty on 
lead direct tothe producer, and in con- 
sideration of the statement that the 
emelters were charging only $15 per ton 
for the reduction of lead ores, a sum 
which they claimed wae inadequate. A 
bargain, however, hae not been carried 
out. The treatinent charges have not 
been increneed. 

“Yes, there is an addition charge in 
the shape of a $20 a ton cut below London 
prices. Ina65 per cent lead ore this

GETTING IN THE WALNUTS. | 


| Aa Inductre That qrened Callfornia 


Country. schools. 

The first English Walnut orchard in 
California was planted with seed from | 
the Los Angeles mission gardens, where | 
the prdres had started a few trees with 
huts brought With them from Spain. 


| The undertaking was a success from 


the first, and the acreage of walnuts 
has steadily tncreased. The walnut. 
tree's carly age of bearing, its long life 
and the stendy demand for its product 
tend to make the enterprise deservedly 
popular. 

The walnut tree begins to bear when 
six or seven years old, and nothing is | 


| known definitely of its age limit of | 


benring. Fabulous stories are told of | 
trees in Spain one or two centuries old 
| bearing enormous crops. The oldest 
trees in California are still bearing, but 
ceductions from the short history al- 
ready made show that the tree is in its 
prime from its twenty-fifth to its thir- 
tleth year. Fifteen hundred pounds of 
nuts to the acre is a good avernge yicid, 
making seventy-five pounds the average 
Weight from one tree, 

The harvest time begins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks, The nuts begin to fall with 
the leaves, and the perfect cultivation 


under the trees leaves no chance for . 


them to lose themselves among clods 
or weeds, The brown dead leaves 
nione hide the nuts. Under normal con- 
ditions they drop free from the outer 
husk. or hull, through its irregular 
bursting, and getting the nuts picked
